Warm  Weather 
Danger  to  Bees 

Take  a  look  at  your  beehives. 
The  continued  mild  weather  up  to 
January  15th  has  been  such  that 
there  has  been  very  few  days  your 
bees  have  not  been  flying  around. 


Dormant  Spray 
Is  Necessary 

If  you  expect  to  have  beauti¬ 
ful  shrubbery  and  shade  trees 
this  spring,  you  should  not  neg¬ 
lect  your  dormant  spray,  which 
should  be  done  any  time  after 
the  15th  of  February  until  the 
buds  begin  to  open. 

Shade  trees  and  shrubs  about 
the  home  grounds  are  frequent¬ 
ly  infested  with  scale  insects — 
the  most  common  being  Oyster 
Shell  scale,  European  Elm,  Cot¬ 
tony  Maple,  Tulip  and  Tarrapin 
scales. 

Oyster  Shell  Scale 

Is  a  serious  pest  of  Lilac, 
Poplar,  Ash,  Willow  and  Or¬ 
namental  Dogwood. 

Europe  Elm  Scale 

Attacks  various  species  of 
Elm,  infesting  crevices  of  the 
bark  and  underneath  the 
limbs. 

Cottony  Maple  Scale 

Affects  soft  Maple  and  Bass¬ 
wood  or  Linden. 

Tulip  Scale 

Is  an  enemy  of  Tulip  and 
Yelow  Poplar  trees. 

Tarrapin  Scale 

Attacks  Maple  and  Sycamore 
trees,  causing  great  damage.

Mild  weather  makes  bees  more  ac¬ 
tive  and  they  naturally  consume 
more  of  their  winter  stores. 

If  they  went  into  winter  quar¬ 
ters  with  a  limited  amount  of 
honey,  they  may  have  consumed 
most  of  it  by  this  time  and  will 
perish  before  spring  if  not  fed. 

See  that  your  hives  without 
supers  weigh  about  35  or  40  lbs.  If 
they  are  very  light,  it  is  necessary 
to  feed  them.  Do  not  open  up  the 
hives  where  the  air  will  chill  the 
bees.  It  is  best  to  take  them  to 
the  cellar  or  basement  for  feed¬ 
ing  this  time  of  year.

JANUARY — If  your  hotbeds  have  not  been  pre¬ 
pared  attend  to  them  at  once  and  sow  Cabbage, 
Lettuce,  Beets,  Radish,  Cauliflower  and  Onions. 
Sow  hardy  Flower  Seeds  in  hotbeds  for  early  bloom¬ 
ing.  Secure  manure  and  cut  pea  and  bean  poles. 
Top-dress  grain  and  grass  fields  with  manure.
